CONFUCIUS AND CARLYLE. 
- ( Communicated.) 

This day (Dec. 4) is a memorable day in 
the Calendar of this country. It is the birth- 
day of its great Teacher, K‘ung-futzu ie, 
our master K‘ung, holy Teacher of ancient 
times. Btrangely enough it is also, the 
birth-day of Thomas Carlyle, surely also a 


year. The master snid:—“ The wise have 
gladness and the virtuous (fE) live {long} 
to old age.” But itisnot any idle purpose 
that prompts us to note. this remarkable 
coincidence, Mencius said ;—‘ Sun ‘was 
born in Chu-fung and died in Ming- 
t‘iao; Wan Wang was born in Chon, and 
‘died in Pei-ying, ‘Those regions were 
removed from each other moré than « 
thousand /; and the age of the one after 
i that of the other was more than a thousand 
years. But the principles of their teach- 
ing wore one, like the two halves of o 
| seal.” Indeed the teaching. of such mon 
must necessarily be the same, only in many 
oases the dialeot or the symbols with which 
they express themselves are different. For 
Truth is oné; and tho different representa- 
tions which the Teachers of Humanity in 
| differents oges give of it are only different 
| in that they are views of the same seen from 
.different points, manifestations of the same, 
which appeared under different circumstances. 
To borrow the phraseology of Chung Yung 
we would say, the Tav (4) must be and 
is for ever the same or it is not Two, and 
cal the Chiao B® or doctrine can be dif- 
‘ferent. But what we have to remark in the. 
teachings of these two Teachers, ‘is that not 
only the truths’ which they teach are the 
rome, but the manner in which they 
set forth these traths seems to bo romark- 
ably similar, the language aften almost 
identical, the views of our Existence and 
the principles of our duty as. taught by 
them, the same. ~ ; : : 

It ig perhaps but an idle occupation to note 
resemblariogs and find parallels, however 
striking ‘those. may. be.’ Fain would we 
rather, could we bat, to the furthest make 


the teachings of these teachers known to 
the reader, so that he may be led to go to 
them himself. But we would perhaps run a 
gat risk if not the certainty of ridicule, were 


we to express it as our opinion, at this moment 

when China is s0 vehemently called upon to 
take lesson’ from Europe, that there are les- 
sons in the History and sacred doctrines in the 
Literature of this Country which Europe 
might learn not without advantage and pro- 
fit, But‘in these days when everything, 
even Religion and Philosophy is tested by 
results, the inquirer into Chinese Literature 
might hesitate and doubt, when he sees the 
actual state of this Country. But he.ought 
to be assured that, whatever good.there yet 
remains among the Chinese, they aurely and 
verily owe to the teachings of their Sages, or 
even that the black-haired people still exists 
ag a people and are not swept away from the 
face of the Earth: At this moment strange 
doctrines and beliefa and disbeliefs are our- 
rent in Europe, strange. theories of Govern- 
ment or rather of No-government, of Morali- 
ty, of Religion; but there are not wanting wise 
qmen who stand above the multitade, who 
listen not to the “temporary noiges,” but 
consult the “ silent ordcle ;” these men haye 
declared and are declaring with emphasis, 
with vehemence, with sadness and grandeur, 
that auch. doatrines, such creeds, auch be- 
liefs are. now and for ever false and must, 
lead to certain ruin. At the head of these 
stands the Philosopher of Chelsea. : 

It was a time very similar to this-that the 
Eastern philosopher (Confucius) was born, we 
fare told:—“The World wes beginning to 
decay, the pencil of the ancient Kin 8 
were forgotten, Wild doctrines and deods 
of violence were rife, idle vagrant. scholars 
wander about pesshies the one and: among 
the princes an people the other was of com- 
mon occurrence.” Confucius feared the ‘re- 
Bult of all-this and wrote *! The Spring and 
Autumn,” a work which, in object and pur-

Is not this what the Scotch philosopher 
might havo said? Indeed a.story somewhat 
similar to this is told of Carlyle.

Indeed if [’were 
asked to express in ohe word what is’ called 
Confucianism, I would say, not, “Filial 
Piety,” as some heads filled with water have 
conceived it and spread abroad, but oven 
this,—‘ Hero-Worship ;” the only creed, 
says ‘Carlyle, which will never become 
obsolete or be superseded.

VI. Carlyle, particularly in his later 
works, has: often expresse 
ceives a Nation’s History—a Nation’s Bible 
—as in fact what a Natior’s Literature 
should be. Now the Chinese Bible compiled 
by Confucius, contains ‘‘ History” “ Poetry” 
“Ceremonies” and ‘ Science.” 

VU. Lastly, what they both did not speak 
of, is also remarkable. ‘‘ The Master did 
not speak of Heaven, he did speak of the 
Nature of Man ;” Carlyle loves to quote the 
words of Kant on those things which struck 
him with awe, the more he contemplated 
them,—der bestirnte Himmel und das mora- 
lische Wesen des Menschem 

We have here indteated only the few 
striking points the readef « will find in 
both the Sages; many sentences alniost iden- 
tical in expression which we have not room 
here to transcribe. As we have said, the 
teachings both spring from the same root, 
(Tao), and must. necessarily be the same. 
But we must here remark that the usual 
method of rending and understanding the 
writings of Confucius as indeed of any true 
book, can never lead to any result, lt is 
common to hear that the teachings of Con- 
fucius. contain many beautiful truths but 
{also many lamentable errors; te. to say. 

there are detached maxims good and others 

bad as in a basket of plums, which we must 
pick out and select, Now we must eni- 
phatically question this method of under- 
standing the teachings of such men as Con- 
facius has to be classed amongst, In that 
manner, books like Rochefoucault’s maxims 
or Sunday School precepts might be read. 

But the doctrines and teaching of men -like 

Confucius are one spring from one Root 

hee and must be true from the root, or 

else false at the root. The’ Master said:— 

“ My ‘doctrine is that of an all-embracing 

Unity.”’ Woe say therefore that in any 

way to understand those detached sayings— 

which judged in the -way that one judges 
of Rochefoucault’s or Sunday School maxims, 
aro poor enough platitudes and -truisms—one 
must get a glimpse of this Unity. The 
reverent .Tsii-Kung said to some one who 
would set him above his master :—‘ To use 
the illustration of the wall of a house. My 
wall only reaches to the shoulders. One 
may.look over and see what there is in the 
house, The wall of my master ie many feet 
high. If one do not find the door and enter 
by é#, he will not see: the beauties inside the 
ancestral temple, and the hundred officers in 
their rich array.” ‘And there are probabl: 

few,” added he, ‘who find the door.” If 
we keep thisin mind, we can well under- 
stand the dogmatism of the Chinese scholars 
with regard tothe least important sayings 
of the Master, or the plenary-inspiration- 
men of the Weat. What do they mean? 

Even this,—that every truth taught by the 

Master, or contained in the Bible, does not 

stand alone, detached, but is connected and 

springs from one root; and you cannot 
question the one without questioning the 
root or Unity upon which it and all other 
truths in the system are founded, It, is 
only whon they themselves do not under- 
stand the root (Zao), and cannot separate 
the apirit from the outward form and letter, 
but blindly bind themselves and others to 
these latter,—it is then we give them the 
name of pedants, dogmatisers. and other 
harsh names. . 


But to return, As we have noted the 
resemblances in the teachings of these 
ttwo Mastera, if may be as well to re- 
mark their differences One great differ- 
ence meets one at the outset in the char. 
acter of their teachings, It is that the 
one is more constructive, affirmative and 
positive, whiJe‘the other is more destructive 
and negative. It is more asa Great Destroyer 
of Shams that the stern Scotch philoso- 
pher. appears to us than as‘a constructor 
of any distinct doctrines or beliets. It is 
while vehemently. devtfying and denouncing 
the false that Carlyle asserts and affirms the 
true, wheregs “on the other hand Confucius

“2. The recoipt of a large number of 
separate despatches dealing, not always 
finally or.in any. distinctly explained con- 
nection, with different portions of a aubject 
or with isolated cases, is, I am compelled 
to say, embarrassing, and leayes me ia 
doubt how far, at any moment, [ have your 
views completely before me, I need not 
however delay to intimate to you that while 
I appreciate the activity with which you 
have addressed yourself to a subject which 
as you have long been aware I deom most 
important, I am not, as at present advised, 
prepared to accept all your conclusions, or 
to believe that the action taken by you 
without reference to me can in all cases be 
sustained, ¥ : 

3, Tho conslderation which 1 have as yet 
been able. to give to the numerous de- 


apatches, which you have addressed to me- 


on this subject, viewed in connection with 
the opinions aud acts of your. predecessors 
as well as of my own in this office, does not 
lead me to anticipate that I shall be justified 
in sanctioning the reversal or material 
‘alteration of the penal system now in force 
in Hongkong, which, notwithstau:ting some 
defects, as to the immediate removal of 
which there can be no question, has, as 
I have uaderstood durlng a considerable 
period, been, generally effective in securing 
the public poace and peraonal security. 

4, The information previously received 
in this department had not prepared me for 
-your observations as to the increase. of 
aeérious crime in. the Colony, and as your 
statements refer to the past throe years 
only, 1 have thought it desirable to ex- 
amine with cire the tabular comparison of 
the police returns of crime during the 


‘longer period of ten yeara upon which your 


atatements rest, and which is contained in 
your despatch of the 22nd of August (b). 

I have also desired Mr Deano, the Super- 
intendent of Police, who isin England, to 
furnish me with a report upon the subject, 
of which I transmit a copy. 

5, In my despatch of the 22nd of 
August (c) I intimated that with the in- 
formation which you-had laid before me it 
seemed to me that in the absence of any 
other apparent cause your predecessor had 
yood reason for connecting the marked and 
simultaneous rise of the number-of pri- 
soners in gaol with the influx of.Chineso 
by cheap steamers from Canton. 

I now learo, from your Despatch of ihe 
11th October, (6) that Sir Arthur Kennedy 
probed the question more deeply, and col- 
lected statistics which you enclose, and 


| which hardly have the offect of supporting 


your view of the case. It seems that the 
increase in the number of prisoners has 
been due to increased activity by the police 
sgainet offendors guilty of small police 
offences, such as mendicants, hawkers, Xc., 
cut it. would appear scarcely consistent to 
apeak of the result as indicating a serious 
increase.of crime. * 

6, It-is true that the crimes classed ‘as 
serious were more numerous in 1876 than in 
any other year of the ten, but only by two 
as compared with 1871, aud by twenty-seven 
as compared with 1867, the’ figures being—

and I should have supposed it to be pos: 
sible that the figares mizht decrease again in 
1877 from similar causes, doubtless AC. 
cidental, to those which led to similar de-

Despatch No, 122 of 22ad September, that 
on the 17th Septembor the numbers in gaol 
were 382 as against 430 at the correspond- 
ing date of 1876, and you report in your 
later despatches that the diminution had 
continued throughout the month of Sep- 
tember and tho early part of October.

passage “lt appears to me a -pity that the 
flogeing’Act is not in force the same sa in 
Indis, 1 think less harm is done to the 
prisoner by a good caning than by atarva- 
tion for 7, 14, or 21 days, as the case may 
be, on rice and water, which in many cases 
it is impossible to carry out. I think a 
caning would be more effectual in'preventing 
tho return of prisoners to gaol; anyhow. it 
would make a considerable reduction in 
their numbers if such an Act applied to 
petty thefts, dc.” 

18. If, as he- states in his letter of the 
6th of July, Dr Ayres has noticed in all 
flogging of Chinese by the cat that they 
suffer, besides the external Injury to the 
skip, more or leas from congestion of the 
lungs, and if, as you report in the Despatch, 
he has Invariably observed’ by the breath- 
ing and tho pulse and frequently by the 
atethoscope the presence of congestion of 
tho Jungs in Chinese, I should’ wish to bo 
informed whether he has ever during his 
previous years of service brought these 
facts to the notice of the Government, and 
if not you will desire him to explain why 
he bas rot done so. I should wish also 
to be furnished with coples of some of the 
notices, if there are-any, in the case book 
or other hospital book in which his observa- 
tions are recorded. In the absence of auch 
information bis statement requires corro- 
doration, 

19, I request you to have the prisoners 
Yeung Aman, who on the 27th of No- 
vember 1876, received a third flocging of 
25 Taskes within six months, and Leong 
Alot who underwent a similar punishment 
upon the 18th’Mareh 1877, to’be examtned 
by the two ,most competent medical: men 
obtainable unconnected with the Colonial 
Service, and that you will forward to me 
thoit report without delay. I. should be 
lad Hf one of-these gentlemen could bo the 
Chief Surgeon of one of Her Majesty's 
ships or the head of the Naval Hospital or 
the Principal Medical officer of the gar-

20, I further wish to be informed whether 
there is any other medical man in the 
Colony who has at any time acted as Colo- 
nisl Surgeon, and if so, whether he con- 
curs in Dr Ayres’ opinion. It is I confess 
surprising to me that if the effect of the cat 
upon Chinese is such as is stated it should 
have escaped the notice of previous Colo- 
nial Surgeons, and LI regret that you have 
not obtained other medical testimony to 
throw light upon so startling a disclosure. 
I feel satisfied that’ every medical man in 
Hor Majeaty’a servica or practising in the 
Colony would have been’ ready at your 
request to assist in establishing the truth

21. In ‘pursuance of this view and in 
order that the question may be thoroughly 
examined, I request you to obtain for me 
the report of a Board as to the prevalence 
ot otberwiso of pulmonary complaints 
among the prisoners generally, and upon 
the phyrical effect of a flogging with a cat 
upon: Chinese offenders in good Health, and 
it will-bo satisfactory if you.can obtain the 
aid of any medioal officar of rank in 
Her Majosty’s Naval or Military Servico in 
the prosecution of rich inquiry. 

22, I was able to submit Dr Ayres’ letter 
of the 6th of July and your Despatch 
cuclosing it to the Indian Medical Board 
under the Presidency of Sir Joseph Fayrer, 
K.C.S.L, and I requested them to favour 
me with their. opinicn as to the probuble 
predisposition of Chinese to affections of the 
lungs if flogged on the back with- the cat, 
and in reply I was informed ‘that the 
Board are unanimously of opinion that 
there is nothing, so. far as they know, iu 
the physique of the healthy Ohincse 
which should predispose them to affzctions 
of the lungs after flagging with the cat 
more than iuropeans or men of other 
outionalities ; and speaking from proba- 
bility they consider such a sta’e of things 
very unlikely.” : 

23. ‘Having been thus advised, it is ue- 
cessary that I should reserve my. opinion 
until I lace received. the proofs 1 have 
requested and the report of the Board, of 
which it wlll be as well that Dr -'Ayrea 
should not be a member, as he will be one

1 rule excludes all articles of a saleable nature, 


and indeed whatever may have as value of 
its own, apart from its mereuse as a pattern;

that it can fairly be considered as having on 
this ground an intrinsic value. 


. Pattern and Sample Post to colonies and

The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for any logs or inconvenieves which may 
arise from the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mié-delivery of any letter, book, or other

gistered); nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its transmission, 

To guard against such injury all postal 
packets which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 
placed in strong covers; aud even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be sont 
through the Post. it should beremembered 


that every packet bas to be handled several 


times; that it is exposed to. cousiderable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag ; and 
that, whenever the bay hag in the course of 
its tranamission to be transferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
is much inercased. : 5 

No information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no.otber way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to be made public, A Postmaster may, 
however, give an address if he has no reason 
to believe that the person whose addreas it 
is would disapprove of his duing so. 

Postmasters are not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to any one else, or to delay forwarding 
it to its destination according to the address, 
even though a request to auch effect be 
written thereon. 

Postmasters are not bound to give change, 
norare they authorised to demand chanze ; 
and when money is paid at a Post Oftice, 
whether as change or otberwise, no qu-stion 
as to ite right am: unt, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter, 

Postmasters are uot bound to welgh any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do so if their duty be not thereby 
impeded, 


The practice of eealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West Indies, and 
other cynntries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such a8 is specially prepared), is 
atte:ded with much inconvenience, and 
frequentiy wi bh serious. injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax‘and 
adhesion of the letters to each other. The 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
suc. cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
-to advise their correaponden's i the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The registration of a packet makes its 
transmission much, more secure, inasmuch 
as, under ordinary circumatances, a repis- 
tered packet can be traced through ita whole 
course; and thus the loss of a registered 
packet isa very rareoccurrence. Neverthe. 
leas large sums of money or other articles 
of great value should not be sent through 
the poat, even if the agree be regiatered ; aa 
the machinery of the Department:is not 
arranged with a view to such transmission. 
By law, the Post Office is' not re-ponsible 
for the safe delivery of registered packets ; 
though apy officer who may neglect his 
daty on this point will be called to strict 
account, . Sent in unregistered letters, valu- 
able articles are exposed to risk, and offor a 
temptation which ought nc‘ to be created ; 
and the Departmext caniot in any way 
undertake the safe conveyance of such 
packets.

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Lotter. 


The following Regulations as to the 
Indemnity to be paid in certain cases on 
the logs of Kegistercd correspondence have 
been made by His Excelleucy the Goveruor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XL. 

The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered correa- 
pondence, but henceforth 11 will be pre- 
pared to make good: the contents of such 
correspondence lost while pasting through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
oases, provided :-— 

1. sbat the-sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. 

' 2, Thav the letter was securely enclosed 
in a reasunably strong envelope. 

8, That supplication was’ made to the 
Postmaster weneral of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was discovered, the 
euvelope being invariably forwarded with 
Buch applicetion unless it also is lost. : 

4. Jhat the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that the loss vccurred whilst the curres- 
pondeuce wus in the custody of the British 
Postal sdministration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by destruction by fire, ur shipwreck, 
nor by the disho eaty or neyligencé of any 
person nyt in the employment of the 
Hongkong Poat Office. = 

6. No compensation oan be paid for mere 
damage to iragile articles such as portraits, 
-watobes, handsumely bound books, &., 
Which reach their desiinativn, alibough ap 
a broken or deteriorated condition.
